Speaking about thu perform- 
ance of the Friendships alh- 
lelen, Gramov stressed that, as 
a result ot the provocative ac- 
tions of the US administration, 
the world had been deprived of 
the opportunity lo watch the 
world's strongest athletes per- 
forming at the Olympics. The 
atmosphere of the Games In Lor 
Angeles confirmed liio correct- 
ness of Hie decision that was 
lafcon by Hie NOC ot the USSR. 

Answering MNI about the 
stale of the reljiiom between 
i ho Soviet NOC and llie IOC, 
Gramov replied I he following:

Gramov also said that talc In 
September there will be held a 
seminar tn the USSR as part ol 
tho "Olvmpir Solidarity" pro- 
itrujmiic sponsored by the IOC. 


It will be opened by Iho IOC 
President Juan Antonio Sama- 
ranch.

Lack of political will 


ConcYj. The head of Die So- 
viet delegation to the 1934 Con- 
ference on Disarmament V. Is- 
raolyan has noted that block- 
ing by the US administration of 
virtually all chan rids lor nego- 
tiations on Issues of disarma- 
ment and aims reduction, has 
considerably increased the role 
of the conference. Regrettably, 
Its results in 1984 cannot he a 
source of satisfaction. Negotia- 
tions on a number of most im- 
portant Issues continue to mark 
time, while they have been 
even thrown beck on some 
other lssiie-s. The Soviet delega- 
tion has more than once poin- 
ted to the causes of Ibis situa- 
tion in this InlernaUonal nego- 
tiating body. The main reason 
is lack of political will on the 
part of Ilia USA and its allies 


to tontlucl negotiations on key 
Issues of fliminaiiiiR I bo throat 
of nuclear war. and the issue ot 
disarmament. 

Resorting to various tricks, 
the delegations of these coun- 
tries I ried to conceal their lack 
of will to discuss the issues on 
the agenda ol the- Ceneva fo- 
rum. However, the work of the 
conference baa demonstrated 
that the NATO member-slates 
favour nit her holding negotia- 
tions lor ncgobai ions' sake or 
oppose any dialogue whatso- 
ever. 

In their joint slnlcnicnl, the 
socialist counl rlcs con firm their 
leadinesa to hold const rudtve 
talks with the aim of achieving 
practical results In the Interests 
of the entire mankind. 


M. al-Gaddafi: we are prepared

They resolutely de- 
manded an Immediate withdra- 
wal of American cruise missiles 
from Britain and indignantly 
condemned dangerous plans of 
tha Pentagon and NATO aimed 
at converting Britain Into a 
site lor deploying first-strike 
nuclear weapons, fhn demons- 
tiatoia expressed their comple- 


te solids rlty with the icllvlais 
of the campaign for nuclear di- 
sarmament arreslod a few dayB 
ago. 

West Germany. ' We are say- 
ing ‘No’ to fascism and war", 
"Do not forget the lessons of 
tha past", and "Memory of the 
millions of World War II vic- 
tims rnekea us do all wo can in 
the name of peace on Earth" 
were some of the slogans under 
which a mass demonstration 
was staged in l he West German 
town of Stmckenbrock, near 
Bielefeld. 


New York. The third session 
of the Ad Hoc Committee on the 
Indian Ocean has ended here, 
with a summery of the com- 
mittee's work over the year. The 
4B states represented In the 
committee have been called 
upon to organise a conference 
for elaborating an international 
agreement that would turn the 
region, with a population ol 
over 1,000 million people, Into a 
zone of peace. 

Hie committee's meetings 
wore an evidence of the deter- 
mination ol the non-aligned 


countries, the Initiators of the 
conference, to finish its prepara- 
tion In the shortest possible 
lime. 

The desire ol the non-aligned 
countries to focus the attention 
of the coming forum on the 
elaborating practical measures 
to limit military activity In the 
Indian Ocean and turning It Into 
a zone of peace, found wide ac- 
claim in the committee. This 
initiative was completely sup- 
ported by the delegations of the 
USSR and other countries of the 
socialist community.

Where do they put lha divi- 
dends earned from health and 
lives of many Amerlcansl Com- 
plimenting the huge CIA bud- 
gel, they are used to finance 
secret terrorist acts In Alla, lor 
example, CIA operations In 
Afghanistan. According to the 
"Tima" magazine, the CIA 
spends as mu eh as 100 million 
dollar* annuel!* on Afghan re- 
actionary hirelings and Ihalr 
arms. 

The ring of the "white death" 
doalers Is not restricted to lha 
underground gangster syndica- 
tes and the Ceniral Intelligence 
Agency ol the USA alone.

the US administration. This is 
evidenced by reports In Amer- 
ican press which confirm close 
tlos of prominent political figu- 
res with the mafia.

Vera Tlmasbova loves all the parts she dances 
and finds it difficult to say which Is her fav- 
ourite. 

Her Juliet (In Shakespeare] Is lively, smart, 
spontaneous, Impetuous and brave. She tries to 
penetrate deeply into Ihe character of her heroi- 
ne. The actress reads shout the Italian Renais- 
sance, studies the manners and Ihe costumes 
worn at the time. She Is also fond of Prokofiev's 
music. 

On her experiences Vera says that new ac- 
cents often occur rigid on stage. This depends 
upon mood, partuors, tho orchestra. She some- 
times iccls nervous before a performance but as 
soon as she enters the stage, nervousness van- 
ishes, she slates. 

She rehearsed Maurice BeJ art's modern num- 
bers with great enthusiasm. One of her best is a 
20-mlnute (ragment from "Tho Winners", where 
the familiar arias from Wagner's "Tristan und 
Isolde" ire combined with traditional Indian mu- 
sic. 

Together with her husband, Alexander Gor- 
balsevlcb, a soloist of the ensemble, Vera thought 
ol taking part In the recent International ballet 
competition In Varna. But Alexander went alone 
and returned with a gold medal. Vera stayed at 
home and gave birth to a baby boy, Ivan. 

She has cow regained her good Bhnpe and 
continues dandng with mature artistry.
